The Canadian Pacific liner Em- 
press of Australia, glistening un- 
der a new coat of white paint, 
weighed anchor at 3 p.m. B.D.T., 
(7 a.m. M.S.T.,) and headed out 
across the Atlantic for Quebec 
city, 

As the mooring ropes were cast 
off and tugs pulled the liner’s nose 
slowly out from the dock, the King 
and Queen stood watching flag- 
decked warships in the harbor and 
the cheering thousands of spectators 
massed on the shore. 

Frequently they waved as the 
ship drew away and as the liner 
passed through the narrow harbor 
mouth, the roar of the cheering and 
thunder of salutes rolled out, 


PORTSMOUTH GREETING 

The King and Queen when they 
reached Portsmouth were greeted 
officially by Lord Mottistone, who 
as Jack Seeley was war-time com- 
mander of Canadian cavalry. In his 
present office as Lord Lieutenant 
for Hampshire he headed the offi- 
cial party receiving Their Majesties. 

With Lord Mottistone, L. N. 
Blake, Lord Mayor of Portsmouth 
and F. J. Sparks, town clerk, the 
King and Queen walked to the 
Guildhall, about 100 yards from the 
station, where the ancient ceremony 
of presenting the King with the 


keys to the Portsmouth garrison 
was observed with traditional 
pomp. 


It was the first time the cere- 
mony had been performed since 
1898 when Queen Victoria visited 
the great naval base on the way 
to the Isle of Wight. 

From the Guild Hall Their Majes- 
ties were driven through 1% miles 
of flag-decxea streets of the great 
city. The streets were thronged with

Legislation Will Incorpor- 
ate Central Mortgage | 
Bank 


OTTAWA, May 6—A far-reach- 
ing plan to bring down mortgage 
interest rates, adjust mortgage 
debts and inject new money into 
the mortgage business wag dis- 
closed in the House of Commons 
today as Hon. Charles Dunning, 
minister of finance, introduced 
hig bill to incorporate a central 
mortgage bank. 

As the house today held its first 
Saturday and first morning sitting| 
of the session, Mr. Dunning brought 
down his bill so members would 
have a chance to study it during 
the week-end. 


The bank will have a share cap-| 
ital of $10,000,000, wholly owned by | 
the government, and it will be of- 
ficered by the chiefs of the Bank of | 
Canada. It will have power to is-| 
sue $200,000,000 in debentures, 


| NOT COMPULSORY 


Generally the scheme aims at bas- | 
ing interest rates on mortgages in| 
Canada on the rate of interest paid 
on Dominion government securities | 
from time to time. It will not be| 
compulsory and will not conflict| 
with provincial legislation govern- 
ing mortgages, debt adjustments 
and real property.

Beck Leaves Hitler On The Spot 


Like Chancellor Hitler a week ago, 
Poland’s Foreign Minister disappointed 
the prophets in that he did not thunder 
“No”, He said it plainly enough, but in 
the measured language of a man who is 
neither belligerent nor frightened; and 
added that Poland is ready to consider in 
peaceful negotiations any claims Ger- 
many may have against her or any propo- 
sals to improve legitimate German inter- 
ests without curtailing the sovereignty of 
Poland or cutting it off from the Baltic. 

The Polish Government very evidently 
knows its own mind and the temper of 
its people, and relies without misgiving on 
the moral validity and military value of 
its mutual-assistance pacts with France 
and Britain. If, as was suggested by 
their press, the Nazi leaders expected a 
rebuff which would give them an excuse 
to invade the “corridor” and seize Danzig, 
they were not supplied with that pretext, 
which they rather intimated they would 
welcome. 

The speech of Mr. Beck was thus in 
complete agreement with the spirit and 
aim of the anti-aggression alliance. His 
country, he says, wants nothing but to be 
left in peace. The initiative thus remains 
with Herr Hitler. If he should launch 
his army against Poland he will have to 
do so by a deliberate choice of war in- 
stead of objective negotiation. 


Saving And Pooling 


There are now sixteen chartered credit 
unions in Alberta and thirteen more in 
process of organization, a remarkably 
good showing for the movement which 
started only a year ago. Membership in 
the unions already functioning is up- 
wards of 1,200, and loans have been made 
amounting to more than $14,000. 

The basis of the credit union is thrift, 
and its method co-operation. It neither 
obtains money nor lends money outside 
its membership. Funds are raised by the 
purchase of shares and deposits of sav- 
ings by members, Revenue is earned by 
loaning the funds to members at interest, 
for approved purposes. The credit union 
is therefore in all respects a thoroughly 
orthodox financial institution. 

Growth of unions and funds raised re- 
flect a desire on the part of those associ- 
ating themselves to save money and put it 
to profitable use. That the funds of the 
unions already operating have found 
borrowers indicates that there is a ready 
market for relatively small loans in those 
communities for purposes which commend 
themselves as deserving of credit. Doubt- 
less this is true in measure in all parts of 
the province. 

The increase in unions and member- 
ship is likely to be governed by the desire 
to save and invest, rather than restricted 
by lack of opportunities for investment on 
satisfactory security. The healthy growth 
thus far shown in both units and aggre- 
gate members is a reaction from depres- 
sion experiences, and a hopeful sign of 
the development of the impulse to self- 
help and self-protection.

As It Now Stands 


The policy of the Dominion Govern- 
ment aimed to help agriculture readjust 
itself to the lessened world demand for 
wheat is embodied in four bills now in 
process of enactment. One bill provides 
a@ guarantee to co-operative and other 
agencies handling western wheat up to an 
initial price of 60 cents per bushel to the 
grower. 

A second would give corresponding 
assistance to the co-operative marketing 
of other grains, and other farm products, 
in all parts of Canada. 

A third bill provides an initial price of 
70 cents per bushel for wheat sold to the 
wheat board, up to 5,000 bushels per 
grower, 

The fourth is the bill providing that 
acre bonuses shall be paid to western 
farmers where crops are poor. 

Because of continuing low prices it is 
unlikely that the co-operative marketing 
bills will become effective this year. The 
prospect therefore is that the wheat 
board will handle the wheat of the pre- 
sent year's crop, as it did that of last 
year; paying an initial price of 70 cents 
per bushel on the first 5.000 bushels de- 
livered by a grower, and giving him parti- 
cipation certificates for his proper share 
of any profit the board may make when 
it selis the wheat. On the balance of his

crop the grower would get whatever the 
world price may be at the time of sale. 

The effect is to guarantee the farmer 
who produces 5,000 bushels an income 
from his wheat of $3,500 less reductions 
for grade and freight charges. This in- 
come would be supplemented by what- 
ever amount he may receive for wheat he 
produces and sells over and above the 5,-. 
000 bushel quota. 

This being declared to be an emer- 
gency year, the farmer whose crops are 
poor will be entitled to the acre bonus, 
plus whatever he may get for his wheat. 


Editorial Notes 


A second board of review has been 
named for Alberta under the Farmers’ 
Creditors Arrangement Act. That will 
double the speed at which debt readjust- 
ments can be made, and cut in half the 
time necessary to complete the job. Con- 
sidering the number of claims, a third 
board would not be too many. 

King Victor Emmanuel sent King Far- 
ouk a message assuring him that Italy 
has only the friendliest feelings for 
Egypt. But the Egyptians have a healthy 
suspicion that King Victor doesn’t know 
what Mussolini is thinking about. They 
are accordingly keeping their border man- 
ned, and their powder dry in the literal 
and figurative senses; and are taking 
means to let both the King and his preda- 
tory Premier know the facts. 


Canada’s trade abroad during March 
showed a decline of $5 millions as com- 
pared with the total for March of 1938, 
but a favorable balance $18 millions great- 
er. The bright spot was an _ increase 
in total exports. A drop of $7 millions 
in imports may bring cheer to the “mer- 
cantilist” theorists, but it is not a healthy 
trend. The nearer imports balance ex- 
ports the less likely trade is to slump and 
the more it is likely to grow. 

The railway amalgamationists have 
figured the $75,000,000 down to $59,740,- 
000. This is the sum they now say could 
be saved by scrambling the two railway 
systems under some kind of “unified” 
control. President Hungerford of the 
National system says “it is entirely falla- 
cious to look to savings of such propor- 
tions” as being possible. He speaks from 
long and disappointing experience of the 
hoped-for economies that failed to ma- 
terialize from the consolidation of rail- 
ways. His opinion is the more authorita- 
tive on that account. 


Nazi authorities, whether under direct 
instruction or from _ instinctive under- 
standing that they must play up to his 
lead, say the Fuehrer on Friday “put it 
up to his opponents to say whether they 
want war or peace”. Not exactly. He 
merely chanted the liturgy of highway- 
men, great and small, from Genghiz Khan 
down to John Dillinger: “Your money or 
your life’. Hitler doesn’t want war, and 
never did. What he wants is plunder, 
preferably plunder without fighting, of 
course.

Current Comment 


An Incentive To Theft 


A few weeks ago Juvenile Court Judge Mc- 
Kinley of Ottawa made some sharp criticism of 
car drivers who leave their vehicles unlocked 
and unattended on the streets, claiming it ex- 
plained many thefts. Last week Judge Millar of 
Hull made a similar observation. In sefiding 
two young men to jail he said if the car had not 
been left unattended with the engine minning 
and the keys there for the taking these men 
probably would not have been before him. 

Striking confirmation of this point of view 
comes in the annual report of the Chief Con- 
stable of Toronto. Says a summary of that 
document: 


Owners of automobiles who left their 
cars unlocked and unattended must be held 
responsible for the theft of 1,768 of these 
vehicles,;-many of which were pressed into 
service by thugs and thieves, Bandits would 
be handicapped but for the accommodating 
automobile owner who leaves his car tuned 
up and ready for them to step in and drive 
away.” 


The Ontario city of London claims large- 
ly to have met the difficulty by instructing 
the police to remove keys so left, forcing the 
owners to visit the police station to recover 
them. This plan has been recommended to 
other communities by the Attorney General, and 
it should be worth a trial. 

There is more to be saved, of course, than 
the incentive to crime offered foolish youths 
by an unattended car ready to be driven. The 
great increase in police work created by such 
thefts is an important consideration and, as the 
Toronto report points out, the aid that is given 
to thugs and thieves.—Ottawa Journal, 


Western View On Isolation 


Mr. W. J. Lindal, K.C., who addressed the 
Empire Club in Toronto yesterday, is presi- 
dent of the Manitoba Liberal Association, and 
of Icelandic parentage. While his public posi- 
tion may have had nothing to do with the views 
expressed, his strong speech against the isolation 
theory is sufficient evidence that staunch Brit- 
ish loyalty is not necessarily restricted by 
locality, party or race. 

The neutrality legislation introduced in the 
House of Commons during the winter by another 
Western lawyer Mr. Lindal considered not only 
regrettable, but definitely injurious. “At the 
very time that President Roosevelt is leading an 
American crusade toward the Western democ- 
racies,” he commented, “we in Canada, with iso- 
lationists in the van, are giving notice to the 
world of dissension among us and declaring our 
right to neutrality. To do so in this hour of 
peril, when all we hold nearest and dearest is 
threatened, is to my mind a narrow-minded, un- 
pardonable and blind selfishness that is beyond 
my comprehension.” 

A united Canada making its contribution to 
a world-wide democratic front, remembering 
that Great Britain built up most of the hitherto- 
impregnable defenses of democracy, is the only 
worthy way in which to hold to our heritage. Mr. 
Lindal gave the Empire Club the kind of ad- 
dress needed these days in many parts of Can- 
ada to clarify policy and duty.—Toronto Globe 
and Mail, 


Franco’s Difficulties 

All is not going well with General Franco, 
according to reports from Spain. He won his 
war, certainly, with the aid of Italian and Ger- 
man troops but now that he has it won differ- 
ences of opinion have arisen among his own 
supporters. The several postponements of the 
victory parade in Madrid are said to be the out- 
come of those differences. 

It is said that the Carlists refuse to take 
part in any parade in which Italian soldiers 
or Germans are included. They want the for- 
eign troops sent out of the country. And the 
Falangists are said to hold about the same opin- 
inion only they are not so emphatic about it. 

Franco owes much to Carlist support. They 
were among the most influential of his follow- 
ers and were in the forefront of the fighting from 
the start of the conflict. They represent the 
most conservative element in Spain, are devout 
Catholics and entered the fray to save Spain 
from the menace of Communism. But they 
ject to Spain being dominated by Germans or 
FMalians. They want a Spanish Spain only. 
They violently disapproved of the arrest of 
Archduke Ferdinand, grandson of Don Carlos 
VII, the last of the Carlist pretenders. 

The difference has gone so far that dis- 
patches mention open revolt against Franco un- 
der the leadership of General Yague to save 
Spain from being placed under the power of the 
Hitler-Mussolini combination. 

These reports come mostly from France, or- 
iginating in word that comes over the border, 
Possibly too much credence is being attached to 
them but they indicate a body of opinion oppos- 
ed to entry into the Fascist international. 
—Saskatoon Star-Phoeniz. 


German Stock In U.S. 


Nazis in the United States continue their 
what might not incorrectly be termed vicious 
campaign. Moderate elements of German stock 
in the population are endeavoring to counter the 
Nazi methods along constructive lines.

by making them mate with 
negroes “or more drastic means 
if necessary,” is particularly 
bitter against British diplomacy in the months 
before August, 1914.

Any Englishman knows his countrymen 
would not be guilty of such wilful deception.

Bruce Lockhart, who rendered 
signal service to England as a member of the 
Secret Service in Russia during the Revolution, 
has a story that contains a large truth.

He was asked to 
State which European nation had the finest 
diplomats. Unhesitatingly he said, “the British.” 

Explaining his assertion he said, “The Rus- 
sians are excellent gatherers of intelligence, but 
their envoys are not dependable. One never 
knows when a woman will inveigle secrets from 
them, or a drinking party disclose all Russia's 
foreign plans. 

“The Germans, on the other hand are con- 
scientious to a fault. They work so many years 
ahead and strive so consistently towards their 
goal, that the whole world knows far ahead, 
what they are going to do.

On This Date | 


By FRED WILLIAMS | 

On this date (May 6) in 1886 
there died in New York the Cana- 
dian statesman, who had brought 
about the fall of Sir John A. Mac- 
donald. That man was Hon, Lucius 
Seth Huntington, who had in 1873 
preferred the charges against the 
ministry with such effect that Sir 
John had no alternative but to re- 
sign and to suffer overwhelming 
defeat at the polls in 1874. A 
journalist, Mr. Huntington was 
elected to the Canadian assembly 
in 1861 and was solicitor-general, 
1863-64, being regarded as the Re- 
form spokesman for the eastern 
townships of Quebec. At Confeder- 
ation he was elected to the House 
of Commons for Shefford and at 
once found rank among the liberal 
leaders, When in 1873 he fired his 
bombshell against Macdonald and | 
Cartier and Sir Hugh Allan over 
their dealings with reference to the 
contract for the railway to the 
Pacific, Huntington’s name was in 
every mouth. He presented so for-.| 
midable an indictment against the 
ministry that, backed as it was by | 
affidavits and letters, Sir John had 
no defence. When Mr. Alexander 
Mackenzie formed his cabinet in 
1873 Mr. Huntington was taken in| 
as representative of the Protestant 
minority in Quebec and was made 
president of the council, but in 
1875 became postmaster-general, 
He was an efficient administrator 
and a rigid foe of any crookedness 
in the postal service, thereby gain- | 
ing many enemies among the “boys 
who were looking for pickings.” 

Wien the political pendulum | 
swung back and Sir John was re-| 
turned to power in 1878, Mr. Hunt-, 
ington saved his seat in Shefford 
but was so disgusted at what he 
called the “condonation of corrup-! 
tion” by the electors that he gradu- | 
ally withdrew from politics, re- 
signing his seat in 1882, and going 
to New York, where he gained 
fame as an editorial writer 

Despite the fect that he had in- 
cluded G. E. Cartier in his indict- | 
ment, Mr. Huntington was one of 
the first to express sorrow at the 
death of the great statesman and to | 
declare that if he had obtained 
money by corrupt means it was for 
the party and not for Cartier per- 
sonally, The House of Commons 
debates from 1867 to 1881 contain 
many speeches by Huntington, 
which show a deep sense of public 
duty and that he was a firm 
believer in the future of Canada, 
at an independent nation under the 
British flag, much as we are now 
under the Statute of Westminster,

Italian treaty is still adhered to— 
by Chamberlain. To those who pro- 
posed practical measures to build 
an anti-aggressor peace bloc (pre- 
pared to use force if necessary) he 
has answered by calling such pro- 
posals “premature”, “too extreme”, 
and “liable to arouse the rage of 
Hitler and Mussolini”, Chamberlain 
has dallied with and continually 
the key question of 
British-Soviet co-operation when 
even the man in the street knows 
that Hitler cannot be stopped unless 
the Soviet Union is included in the 
collective peace bloc. Conscription 
in the hands of Chamberlain will 
not strengthen the defense of peace, 
but it will strengthen the friends of 
Hitler and the enemies of peace. 

Conscription is a continuation of 
Munich, Mupich was an attack on 
democracy in Europe. Conscription 
is an attack on democracy in 
Britain. Conscription is a long term 
process which takes years to pro- 
duce the equivalent of what the 
Munich policy throws away in a 
week, 

An immediate peace bloc of 
Britain, France, the Soviet Union 
and the United States is the only 
practical policy for peace. 

To sum up: Conscription is use- 
less aS a defense against Hitler, so 
long as Chamberlain remains in 
power, and so long as the policy of 
Chamberlain continues, It is nos 
only no defense but is a strengthen- 
ing of Chamberlain for his support 
of Hitler and his betrayal of peace, 

If on the other hand Chamber- 
lain is defeated and a genuine peace 
policy is pursued, then conscription 
would be unnecessary. A_ real 
people's government will have no 
need for conscription, for there is 
nothing the British people will not 
do gladly and voluntarily for a gove 
ernment they trust and which pure 
sues neither imperialist nor proe 
fascist aims.

Ont of the foodstuffs provided by 
plants is storch. The plant takes 
the carbon dioxide from the air, 
which is the same gas you breathe 
out as a waste product, and from 
this carbon dioxide it makes starch, 
sugar and fat. It obtains the ener- 
gy which it needs to break down 
the carbon, from sunlight and is! 
able to absorb this energy because | 
of a green substance in the leaf of 
the plant itself, This green substance 
is called chlorophyll, 

The carbon goes through a series 
of changes and the end-product of 
these changes is starch. Even the 
green leaves of spinach contain a 
little starch. 

To transfer the starch from the 
leaves to the place where it is stor- 
ed, it is first “digested” and turned 
into sugar, which can be taken up 
by water. In this form, it easily 
travels to the part set aside for it. 
For example, in corn the starch is 
stored in the grain placed on the 
cob. In the potato, the satrch is 
stored in the tuber. Upon reaching 
the storage place, the sugar is 
changed back into starch. 

Protein, which is the most indis- 
pensable of all of the food elements, 
likewise comes from plants. Some 
of our proteins we get direct from 
plants, such as peas. However, the 
Most important sources of protein 
are the animal foods and dairy pro- 
ducts, such as beef, chicken, cheese, 
eggs, etc, The animals in turn de- 
pend upon plants for these protein 
substances. All proteins are first 
manufactured by plants, which use 
nitrogen in the process.

The flesh which you see was built 
up from protein, such as that found 
in roast beef, But the beef was 
nourished by grasses and grains 
What is now the flesh of your hand 
was once the living plant.

The 
crowds packed the pools and 
beaches to see the latest athletic 
phenomena—which didn’t hurt the 
pictures or the advertisements any. 
But no one lost sight of the fact 
that the girls who were competing 
were most of them mighty good- 
looking. 

There was Helen Wainwright, a 
blue-eyed, raven-haired little 
beauty, one of the loveliest girls 
ever to climb into a bathing-suit; 
Sibyl Bauer, a_ graceful, fine- 
looking girl; Helen Meany, another 
dark-haired, blue-eyed diver with a 
stunning figure; Josephine McKim, 
a tall, slim girl with a soft mouth 
and eyes like a doe; Martha 
Norelius, a handsome German type; 
Aileen Riggen, a little beauty with 
tremendous personal charm and 
style; Agnes Geraghty, a gay, sunny 
girl; Doris O'Mara; Adelaide Lam- 
bert; Ethelda Bleibtrey, a handsome 
blonde; Ethel McGary, a stunning 
brunette; and other heroines of the 
original troupe who in their way 
became almost as famous as the 
original Floradora Sextette. 


THEY PASSED QUICKLY 

Not one of their names remain in 
the record-books of today, only a 
few years later. New beauties re- 
placed the ones who got married 
and left the scene, Georgia Cole- 
man, Dotty Poynton, Ellie Holm, 
the Kompa sisters. A strange thing, 
the fascination of these swimming 
girls, because many of them were 
and are fascinating. Probably they 
are the only group of gir! athletes 
who have ever been able to couple 
complete femininity with real 
athletic achievement, 

True, a lot of their records were 
cooked-up ones at trick distances. 
There sare American records, 
world's records, Olympic records, 
and records that again fall inte 
classifications depending upon the 
type ef pool or body of water in 
which they were made, a twenty- 
yard course, short course, long 


course, salt or sweet water. The 
shorter the pool, the better the 
time, the swimmer getting the 
benefit of more turns and added 
speed from the kick-off at each 
turn. 

Nevertheless, those girls could 
swim, and some of them could swim 
faster than any other girls in the 
world, and did. And what is more, 
after climbing out of the pool where 


‘they had feen fighting like terriers 


for winning positions, they could 
put on evening dress without look- 
ing like the first-string halfback 
playing the feminine lead in the 
varsity show, and dance at night, 
hold their liquor like gentlemen, 
most of them, smoke a cigarette if 
they felt like it, and spoon a little, 
or be gay and wholly feminine. 


REAL GIRLS 

Probably just because their 
costumes while at work were so 
revealing, you had the feeling that 
these were really girls, women who 
were not trying to be imitations of 
men, All their traits and manner- 
isms at the poolside were feminine, 
and most of them had crushes or 
beauxs or young men who hung 
around the pool and adored them 
and waited to take them away in 
cars as soon as they had done their 
work, 

They were good girls too, honest 
and not at all promiscuous although 
they lived in a promiscuous age. 
Few of them were of a high level 
of intelligence or had a thought be- 
yond winning a race or getting a 
movie contract or cadging enough 
from an expense account to get a 
new dress, but, if anything, that 
added to the complete normality 
which made them stand-outs among 
women in sport. If you had a girl 
who was also a swimming champion 
you found somehow that she had 
two distinct personalities. She was 
your girl, and too, when the chips 
were down and the starter’s gun 
went off she was all champion.

THE MASTIFF 

The word “Mastiff,” is generic 
rather than specific. The dog now 
known by this name is in reality 
the Old English Mastiff, a breed 
that has been known and used in 
England as a watch or guard dog 
for more than 2,000 years, it is said, 
The Mastiff group is supposed to 
have originated in Asia, and the 
breed known today as the Tibetan 
Mastiff is said to be the descendant 
of the original type, with the Old 
English Mastiff being next in purity 
of race. 


WATCHDOG 

Apart from its worth as a wateh- 
dog, there are many tales dating 
from Heroditus down, concerning 
the breed’s prowess as a fighter 
Most of the breed as we know it 
today are descended from the 
Mastiffs of Lyme Hall, and regard- 
ing their history the following is 
related. At the battle of Agincourt, 
Sir Peers Legh of Lyme Hall was 
found lying wounded on the battle- 
field guarded by & Mastiff bitch, 
The knight died of his wounds and 
his body was taken back to his 
home accompanied by his faithful 
dog, together with a litter of pups to 
which she had given birth, and 
from these youngsters the cele- 
brated Lyme Hal! Mastiffs are said 
to have been bred, and kept pure 
from all other strains ever since.

A Mastiff will usually permit a 
stranger to come on the premises

If at the conclusion of the pres- | 
ent parliamentary session, proroga- 
tion takes place, then it is certain 
that another session will be heid 
and the election will go over until 
next year. If the house is dissolv- 
ed, an election will take place 

In the belief that it is the desire 
of the provincial government to go 
to the country ahead of the Dom- 
inion, it is felt the province will 
make an effort to “beat them to it.’ 

In his public meetings here last 
week, Premier William Aberhart 
declared that within the next 12 or 
14 months tHe people would be} 
called upon to make important de- 
cisions. He said none could tell 
when the elections would be held.| 
He said they might be in three, 
eight or more months. 


READY FOR TEST 

But he urged the people to make 
ready for the test and also pointed 
out that in every battle there was 
a period when victory was won or 
loss was suffered.

In the meantime-the Stony Plain
